Montana  Highway  Patrol  officers  traveled  5,945,552  miles  in 
patroling  Montana's  roads  and  highways. 


Montana  Highway  Patrol  officers  watched  over  538,690  regis- 
tered vehicles,  a  ratio  of  4,565  registered  vehicles  per  man, 
and  392,308  licensed  drivers,  a  ratio  of  3,325  licensed  oper- 
ators per  man.   This  \vas  in  addition  to  unknown  thousands  of 
out-of-state  vehicles  and  drivers  who  used  Montana's  highways 
during  the  year. 


Montana  Highway  Patrol  officers  inspected  1,283  school  buses 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  school  children  in  the  56 
counties  of  Montana  to  enforce  vehicle  code  provisions  and 
Montana  school  transportation  rules  and  regulations,  concern- 
ing school  bus  equipment  and  operation. 


Montana  Highway  Patrol  officers  inspected  1,001  trucks  or 
motor  vehicles  transporting  livestock  or  livestock  products 
on  Montana  highways. 

Montana  Highway  Patrol  officers  issued  5,964  summonses  for 
Gross  Vehicle  Weight  law,  size  and  weight,  and  motor  vehicle 
registration  violations.   Six  full-time  GVW  crews  were  in 
operation  during  the  entire  year.   Each  crew  is  under  the 
supervision  of  a  uniformed  officer. 


Montana  Highway  Patrol  officers  investigated  5,816  traffic 
accidents  during  the  year.   As  the  result  of  these  investi- 
gations, 4,067  arrests  for  moving  hazardous  violations  were 
made.   In  addition,  639  arrests  for  driver  license,  registra- 
tion and  other  non-moving  violations  were  made  as  the  result 
of  accident  investigation.

New  Patrol  cruiser,  375  "horsepower,  is  equipped  with  engine 
of  440  cubic  inch  displacement  developing  375  horsepower, 
capable  of  attaining  a  speed  of  0  -  50  miles  per  hour  in  8 
seconds  and  attaining  and  holding  a  minimum  top  speed  of 
140  miles  per  hour  on  level  roadway. 

Brakes  are  power  disc,  capable  of  stopping  vehicle  under 
control  from  maximum  capable  top  speed  without  hazardous 
brake  fade  after  three  stops. 

The  3-speed  automatic  transmission  is  matched  to  power  out- 
put of  engine  for  heavy  duty  police  work. 

Speedometer  is  calibrated  to  within  2  percent  accuracy. 
Automatic  trunk  opener  is  controlled  from  driver's  position 
inside  car. 

Cruiser  has  courtesy  lights  in  trunk  and  engine  compart- 
ments, extra  dome  light  in  center  immediately  above  wind- 
shield and  rear  window  defogger. 

New  roof-mounted  warning  lights  include  a  cluster  of  4 
revolving  (alternated  2  red,  2  amber)  sealed  beam  units, 
75,000  candlepower  each,  housed  in  a  clear  plastic  dome 
of  fadeproof  unbreakable  Lexan  or  equal  material. 

New  mobile  electronic  sirens  and  public  address  units  are 
constructed  to  accommodate  car  radio  through  amphlifier 
and  speaker.

Chief  S.  W.  Hancock  reported  excellent  results  in  what  was 
the  first  full  scale,  statewide  use  of  aircraft  to   spot 
traffic  violators  during  the  Labor  Day  weekend,  31  August 
through  2  September  1968. 

The  Army  National  Guard  and  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game  co- 
operated with  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol  by  making  available 
3  helicopters  and  10  fixed-wing  aircraft  and  pilots.   Patrol- 
men acted  as  observers  in  the  aircraft  in  high  accident  areas, 
concentrating  on  excessive  speed,  the  drinking  driver,  im- 
proper passing,  failure  to  drive  to  right  of  roadway  and 
other  hazardous  moving  traffic  violations. 

Enforcement  action  was  taken  in  85  separate  violations;  name- 
ly, 16  centerline  driving,  50  improper  passing,  1  right-of- 
way  violation,  7  stop  sign  violations,  3  driving  while  in- 
toxicated, 1  careless  driving,  1  improper  backing,  and  as 
a  by-product  of  these  violations,  3  driving  without  driver 
license,  1  vehicle  registration  violation  and  2  possession 
of  liquor  while  under  age  of  21.

In  the  belief  that  an  educated  officer  is  an  efficient  officer  and 
administrator,  and  in  an  effort  to  upgrade  the  personnel  and  in- 
service  training  programs  of  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol,  officers 
are  encouraged  to  attend  specialized  training  schools. 

One  captain  completed  the  nine-month  Traffic  Police  Administration 
Training  Program  at  Northwestern  University  Traffic  Institute  in 
June  1968,  and  a  sergeant  is  enrolled  in  the  nine-month  course 
which  will  run  to  June  1969.   One  field  captain  completed  a  three- 
week  course  in  Supervision  of  Police  Personnel  at  the  Traffic 
Institute  during  October  of  1968. 

Two  field  captains,  along  with  twenty  other  Montana  law  enforce- 
ment officers,  attended  a  week's  riot  control  school  at  Fort  Gordon, 
Georgia.   The  lawmen  received  instructions  on  planning   for  civil 
disturbances  and  techniques  developed  during  recent  riots  and 
demonstrations  in  the  use  of  riot  control  formations  and  chemicals.

The  public  has  become  aroused  —  and  rightly  so  —  about  the 
upsurge  of  crime  in  the  streets.   Last  year  in  our  Nation 
some  12,000  persons  died  as  a  result  of  crimes  of  violence. 
In  the  same  period,  more  than  four  times  as  many  men,  women 
and  children  lost  their  lives  in  traffic  crashes.   However, 
the  tragic  and  increasing  traffic  toll  doesn't  seem  to  stir 
much  public  concern.   More  public  support  is  needed  for  more 
stringent  enforcement  of  traffic  laws,  as  well  as  more  real- 
istic fines  and  penalties  for  those  drivers  who  violate  traf- 
fic regulations. 

Millions  of  motorists  collectively  drive  billions  of  miles  a 
year  and  four  out  of  five  crashes  occur  within  25  miles  of 
home.   That  is  why  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol,  in  addition 
to  a  "stepped-up  enforcement  program,"  is  concentrating  on  a 
public  education  program.   Members  of  the  Patrol  continued 
in  their  efforts  to  reach  as  much  of  the  public  as  possible 
by  presenting  safety  talks  and  lectures.   It  is  hoped  that 
by  such  presentations  it  will  aid  in  accident  prevention  and 
safety  on  Montana  highways  through  voluntary  compliance  with 
traffic  laws. 

Many  of  these  contacts  with  rhe  public  were  handled  by  pat- 
rolmen in  their  respective  communities  to  clubs,  civic 
groups,  schools,  churches  and  other  safety  organizations. 
Members  of  the  Patrol  spent  994  hours  giving  safety  talks 
and  showing  traffic  safety  film  to  910  different  groups, 
which  included  288  schools.   In  addition,  traffic  safety 
films  were  loaned  to  several  hundred  other  civic-minded 
groups  sponsoring  traffic  safety.   The  Patrol  also  distrib- 
uted over  100,000  pamphlets  and  brochures  on  traffic  safety. 

The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  and  the  people  of  Montana  are 
indebted  to  the  news  media  —  United  Press  International, 
Associated  Press,  the  15  daily  newspapers,  81  weekly  news- 
papers, 50  radio  stations  and  TV  stations,  and  the  Outdoor 
Advertising  Association  —  for  their  contribution  in  time 
and  effort  in  promoting  traffic  safety.

The   Patrol    again   assisted   in  promoting   and   conducting   the 
voluntary  Vehicle   Safety-Check  program,    sponsored  by  the 
Auto   Industries   Highway   Safety  Committee.      Checked  were 
brakes,    lights,    turn   signals,    steering,    tires,    exhaust 
systems,    glass,    windshield  wipers    and  washers,    rear  view 
mirrors    and  horns.      Cascade  County   received  the    "National 
Award  of  Excellence"    for   its    1958   Vehicle   Safety-Check 
program.      This    award  was    in   the    25,000   to    100,000   popula- 
tion  category.      Also   receiving    "Certificate  of   Achievement" 
for  noteworthy   support  of   National   Vehicle   Safety-Check   for 
communities,    were  Great   Falls   Auto  Dealers   Association, 
Malmstrom  Air   Force   Base,    Great   Falls    and   Independent 
Garage  Owners   of   Great   Falls. 

The  National  Vehicle   Safety-Check  has   been   conducted  for 
21   years   primarily   in   states   where  periodic   inspection 
of   all   vehicles    is   not   required  by   law.      Laws    requiring 
periodic   inspection  of    all   vehicles   have  now  been  passed 
in   32   states.      These  states   show  a  reduction   in  number  of 
accidents,    injuries   and  deaths  per  population   and  miles 
traveled,    while   Montana   continues    to    lead  the  Nation   in 
death  rate  by  motor  vehicle   accidents.      What  more  do  we 
need  to   show  the  people  that  we  need  laws   requiring  per- 
iodic  inspection   of    all   motor  vehicles    in  Montana?

The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  film  library  contains  115  titles 
of  the  latest  and  best  in  traffic  safety  films.   These  films 
are  available  for  showing  on  a  free  loan  basis  to  schools, 
civic  groups  and  organizations,  safety  councils  and  others 
interested  in  promoting  traffic  safety  on  our  streets  and 
highways . 

The  films  available  at  this  time  cover  the  complete  field 
of  traffic  safety  from  pedestrian  and  bicycle  safety  to 
freeway  and  interstate  driving.   They  vary  from  the  driver 
education  series  dealing  with  proper  methods  of  driving  to 
those  which  show  accidents  and  accident  victims  in  vivid 
color.   Films  are  available  covering  such  topics  as  alcohol, 
seat  belts,  drugs  and  attitude. 

During  1958,  11  new  film  titles  were  added  to  allow  more 
schools  and  groups  to  avail  themselves  of  this  service. 
Anyone,  who  is  not  at  this  time  using  the  service  and  de- 
sires to  do  so,  may  simply  request  a  film  catalog  from  the 
Safety  and  Education  Department  of  the  Montana  Highway 
Patrol,  Helena,  Montana  59601. 

The  Patrol  also  has  purchased  a  film  inspecting  machine, 
which  enables  them  to  inspect,  clean,  splice  and  repair 
their  own  film,  thus  assuring  that  every  film  sent  out 
from  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol  library  will  be  in  good 
usable  condition.

The  year  1968  saw  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  defen- 
sive driving  courses  given  throughout  the  State  as  service 
organizations,  women's  groups,  business  and  industrial  groups, 
divisions  of  state  and  federal  government  and  civic  organi- 
zations presented  requests  for  the  course  to  be  held  in  their 
communities.   Better  drivers  is  the  goal  of  this  program  that 
is  receiving  statewide  emphasis  in  Montana. 

The  importance  of  education  in  meeting  the  problem  of  high- 
way collisions  is  recognized  by  all  traffic  experts.   Safety 
education  is  an  integral  part  of  the  program  of  the  Montana 
Highway  Patrol,  and  it  is  being  expanded  each  year  in  an  ef- 
fort to  encourage  citizen  responsibility.   We  feel  that  more 
and  more  people  will  want  to  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  defend  against  dangerous  and  discourteous  drivers. 

The  National  Safety  Council's  defensive  driving  program  is 
designed  to  prevent  traffic  accidents  by  making  available  to 
motorists  a  standardized  course  in  better  driving.   The 
course  instructs  licensed  drivers  in  the  prevention  of  acci- 
dents by  the  practice  of  defensive  driving.   The  program  is 
offered  by  the  National  Safety  Council  through  cooperating 
agencies,  such  as  a  local  safety  council  or  association,  and 
the  Montana  Highway  Patrol  as  course  sponsor. 

Reports  received  from  the  National  Safety  Council  for  the 
year  1968  indicate  that  3,47  2  Montanans  have  completed  the 
entire  eight-hour  course  and  received  their  certificates  of 
completion.   This  was  90.8  percent  of  the  quota  set  by  the 
National  Safety  Council  for  the  State  of  Montana.   As  of 
31  December  1968,  there  were  10,9  31  persons  graduated  from 
the  defensive  driving  course  since  the  first  class  in  Sep- 
tember of  1965  in  Montana.

The  new  instructor  candidates  are  from 
all  over  the  State  and  will  be  teaching  DDC  in  their  respec- 
tive areas,  as  time  and  finances  permit.   Here,  again,  short- 
age of  personnel  is  a  definite  handicap  in  the  furtherance  of 
safety  and  education.

An  annual  inspection  of  every  school  bus  transporting  pupils 
is  conducted  by  Highway  Patrol  officers  before  the  beginning 
of  each  fall  school  term.   At  this  year's  annual  inspection, 
1,205  buses  were  approved,  78  required  reinspection  after  de- 
fects were  corrected  and  6  were  rejected. 

To  insure  continuous  peak  mechanical  condition,  spot  inspec- 
tions are  conducted  throughout  the  year.   Working  closely 
with  the  State  Department  of  Education,  recommendations  are 
constantly  made  to  improve  the  bus  program.   Also,  the  1,833 
drivers  are  required  to  submit  to  a  medical  examination,  in 
addition  to  having  chauffeur  licenses  and  current  first  aid 
card,  before  being  qualified  to  drive  a  school  bus. 

During  1968,  45,431  pupils  were  transported  73,529  miles  to 
and  from  Montana  schools  daily.
